ELECTRIC SHOCKS. 


InJuricH UoceJvett by^oi-soii.i "When Tlioro 


"\Voro Xo Sl£HH of n Storm. 


A few weeks ago a Heading clergyman de- 


scribed tho experience of a inau in his em- 
ploy who received an electric shock durin™ 
a rain-storm, but which was not attended 
by thunder or visible lightning. Several 
other similar cases have been sinco de- 
scribed. First, there is an account in tho 
British jVcdicn£ Journal by Drs. Cook and 
Boulting of tho injuries received by two 
sawyers on tho Spaniards' farm at Hdmp- 
stcad. Tho man most injured, tbe elder of 
tho two, was loaning agaicst aa oak tree. 
Thoro was no raiu nor any sigas of a thun- 
der-storm. Tho other was sitting on a block 
of wood three loot away, and two saws, six 
and one ball feet long, wcro loaning against 
tho fence about two feet from tho trunk of 
tbo trco. The ilrst man saw nothing and felt 
nothing; he was senseless instantaneously. 
Tho second heard a deafening thunder-clap 
and felt stunned for somo minutes, but bad 
no sensation ot para. Then ho discovered 
that his clothes wore smoking and burning, 
although not ablaso. Ho then saw his com- 
panion lying senseless on tho griftnd, quite 
still, as if dead, and his clothes partially 
torn from him. Having put O'Jt tho liroin 
bis clothes, ho crawled (he could not walk) 
to tho road noar and shouted for assistance 
which soon arritod, and both men were con- 
voyed to tho inllrmary, where, upon being 
roused, tha elder mau regained conscious- 
ness to a slight extent. Burns wero found 
oa tho right side from tho shoulder to tho 
feet. Tho legs of tho other man also had 
marks as of burns; both were in a state of 
collapse. After olovcu days in tho one case 
aud fourteen in the other tbo men re- 
covered. Tho doctors remarked that it 
should not bo forgotten that dangerous re- 
turn discharges from tho earth to tho at- 
mosphere may take placo at a considerable 
distance from an atmospheric storm.
